Reporter: Senator, there has heen some confusion about the 
potential of the Soviet Union and the estimates of what the Soviet Uni:

Senator Jackson: Well 1 want to say that I've been listening t© 
briefings from the Central Intelligence Agency for about eleven years mai 
in my judgment they have always dens a good job. They've med; mi si ekes 
like all of us but they have been minimal. The briefing to>iay simply 
presented what they have estimated pretty much in the past.

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Mod to moke any correction, because to my knowledge no correction* 
wore in order. Their estimates have keen pretty tnuch la xeepin,* witr- 
dteir position in the past. 

Reporter: Senator, weald you say that there was aaytaUp 
controversial about the testimony given today? 

Senator Jackson: 1 wouldn't say that it is controversial, * ©. 

I think that the presentation was el such a nature, so well presented 
so logically presented, that 1 personally can say that I would *gr.e wmi* 
virtually everything that was said. The controversy that the public m 
coarse is familiar with dose uot relate to what this particular agency .[.»>

Reporter: Senator Mundt, what was your reaction?

Senator Mundt: And it ie also the guide line that we hav, be..n 
following and expect to continue to follow in our committee whie 1 is r.» * *t 
all of these facts that we possibly can and on those base any room- 
mendations which seem reasonable for perfecting or modifying ,. r 

changing or making recommendations for changes in our national pel- ;-- 
machinery. 

Reporter: Do you expect there will be a necessity. Senator 
Jackson, for any changes to bo made? 

Senator Jackson: Oh yes, 1 ds finitely anticipate that we ll 
make changes. I might point out that the last change In th* natir ml 
security legislation occurred in If 47 with the exception of xn aaundmeet 
in 1949 so that there is a definite need for the updating of ear policy 
making machinery. The National Security Act of 1947 was mere! y a 
codification of our World War H experience. Now we're been ie , «*»,. 
war for 15 years - 14 years. The question is is tbs machinery the* , 
set up as a result of our experience ia a hot war adequate to deal wit* 
what may well be a 25, 10, 25, or a 50 year struggle in the cold >.<*r. 

The problems prssented are entirely different. I think the Rus*i , v, 
counting on a lack of staying power on th • part of our country. I thin* 
they feel that we're sort of f*t, rich and slap happy, and we don't hare 
the staying power and the patience to put up with a long-term strangle 
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I personally feel that we cu bring about those changes la both nacsinr ry 
eventually la policy that will demonstrate to the world that «e art 
virUe, hard, tough and capable of doing the job that must be oes-e a* «».* 
of the great leaders of the free world. 

Senator Mundt: And not only staying power, and that is cartel / 
correct, but it is comparatively easy to coordinate a national e-fort it*, 
a cold war.
